The Original Fenny. 
I 
The old, old penny in England, as in 
other countries, was of silver, and its 
I appearance throughout the earliest time 
I of its history would rather astonish 
those who know nothing of numismatic 
‘ lore. 
From the Saxon times, in which 
it was the only piece of silver extant, 
till those of Edward L, it was stamped 
with a square cross. This enabled tho 
coin to be readily broken into lialves or 
quarters, which then served the purjwso 
of h a lf-p e n c e or farthings.
